Caveat emptor .. 


During Mickey's 50th Birthday 
year, a large volume of bogus Dis- 
neyana is being sold to the public at 
flea markets and swap meets. 

Bogus Disneyana consists of re- 
cently made items that are passed off 
as Disrsy merchandise from the col- 
lectable 1930's. Some products were 
manufactured by Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions licensees and simply fea- 
ture the old-style Mickey Mouse. But 
others are being reproduced without 
the permission of Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions and are copyright infringe- 
ments. 

Dave Smith, archivist for Walt Dis- 
ney Productions, has compiled a list 
of some of the more common bogus 
items, which is partially reproduced 
below. 

In addition to these products, Dave 
said he has heard rumors of imitation 
"Snow White” cels being sold in Hol- 
lywood. 

A collector should be leery of any 
early Disney cel, Dave warned, un- 
less it carries an authentication 
sticker on the reverse from the Cour- 
voisier Galleries of San Francisco. If 
it was produced after 1955, it will 
have a similar sticker from Disney- 
land. 

Here are some of the items in- 
cluded in Dave's list: 

è A round belt buckle featuring Mic- 
key holding a pencil, with the inscrip- 
tion “Mickey Mouse 1937 Hollywood 


. buyer beware. 


Cal. U.S.A.” The buckle is stamped 
on the back, “Sun Rubber Co.. USA” 
and sometimes “Tiffany and Co., 
London, England.” It began appear- 
ing around 1971. Sun Rubber did not 
become a Disney licensee until 1941 
and never made metal buckles. The 
two buckles are infringements upon 
Disney copyright. 

è Ingersoll clock showing Mickey 
and Minnie Mouse kissing. Designed 
by Alberto Horen, the clock was 
never authorized or mass produced. 
è A rectangular belt buckle showing 
Minnie Mouse peering through a 
telescope. This product was pro- 
duced in England in 1973. 

è Cast iron Mickey Mouse bookends. 
While featuring an old-style Mickey 
leaning against a book, these items 
were actually manufactured in 1972 
by John Wright, Inc. of Wrightsville, 
Pennsylvania. The company is 
licensed by Walt Disney Productions, 
but some dealers have been passing 
off the bookends as products of the 
1930's. 

èe Mickey Mouse Ingersoll pocket 
watch. The bogus version has a 
longer copyright notice than the orig- 
inal, including a date, and the back 
in not embossed with the Mickey fig- 
ure. 

è Pinback button featuring Mickey 
and Minnie Mouse at the piano and 
labeled “Yoo Hoo!” It has a 1930 
copyright notice on the rim, but it’s of 
recent manufacture and from Eng- 
land.

number of quarters deposited in our 
pay-telephones. 

Vista-Florida has noticed the in- 
crease in quarters since Southern 
Bell in Orlando started charging 25¢ 
for local calls. 

Despite the fact that all our pay- 
telephones clearly state that only 10¢ 
is required for a local call, people 
have been throwing in quarters left 
and right, assuming whatever 
Southern Bell charges must be what 
Vista-Florida Telephone charges. 

Actually, Vista-Florida has not 
changed its pay-telephone rates and 
does not foresee doing so in the near 
future. Southern Bell in Orlando had 
to file a rate case with the Public Ser- 
vice Commission for their increase to 
25¢, and had to prove they deserved 
it too! The charge for a local call is 
directly related to the telephone 
company's cost of maintaining and 
repairing paystations. Vista- 
Florida's costs have been stable in 
this area, so they see no need to in- 
crease our present 10¢ rate for local 


calls. 








REMEMBER 
TO VALIDATE YOUR ID! 


All permanent and Casual Regular 
Walt Disney World employees re- 
ceive an ID and parking sticker, 
which must be renewed annually in 
the same month you renew your 
Florida state inspection. After receiv- 
ing your Florida state inspection, 
bring your inspection slip to our ID 
office located in the Center Building. 
At this time, you will receive a re- 
newal center strip to correspond with 
the month and year of your Florida 
state inspection sticker. 

In addition, each employee will 
need to have a validation date 
stamped on their ID. The date 
stamped on your ID is the month and 
year the ID was validated; your ID 
will not expire until a year after this 
date. It is important to validate your 
ID to avoid complications in receiv- 
ing your employee discount or enter- 
ing the property.
